It 
is hardly likely that all will 
enter the conference more 
or less agreed. Indeed it 
is alrendy hinted that while 
President Nasser js against 
the partition’ of Germany, 
he has noted that there are.

But he denfed that he had 
made a definite proposal 
for the unification of Ger- 
many by a Confederation 
of the two present sections 
in East and West. The 
problem, he aaid, wauld be 
studied together, 

Sooner or later a division of 
the German people would 
be certain to create a great 
explosion. The only hope 
ia that relaxation of ten- 
slon'In this regton, togother 
with the Inevitable multi-

Change is inevitable in theac

Economic experts, while pro-

What hangs In balance, the 
vconomlsts say, Is that If at 
any time in the crisis , West 
Berliners, especially West Ber- 
In busInessmen, feel that the 
Western powers and the Bonn 
povernment are in any why 
flinching in the face of the 
Communist threats, no omount 
of the huge economic subsidics 
tint have been. keeping — the 
city’s economy booming will 
make up for the consequent 
loss of morale. <Any loss of 
morale, these sources: argue, 
might result jn on flight of 
business. westward. The res 
sulting loss to. the West Berlin 
economy would, In fret, be 
equal to turning the city over 
to the Communists,
